Torrential Rains on the 
Front cf a Mountain 


of Cold Air. 

The excessive rains which have 
been occurring in parts of the 
south and oecasionally in other 
parts of the eastern United States 
during the past several weeks are 
in many respects like the heavy 
rainfall characteristic of the wind- | 
ward face of a steep mountain. 
Unlike the mountain of solid rock, 
however, the obstructing mountain | 
of cold air is mobile, and often. 
rushes forward under, or even 
falls onto, the warm wind. In- 
stead of concentrating the heavy 
rainfall along a relatively narrow | 
belt it spreads it over a consider- | 
able strip of county. Fortunate | —— 
it is that such is the esse, for in- 
stend of general rainfalls of two 
or three inches, ur even ten or more | 
inches in a day, as_ reported | 
locally in the south, the falls at | 
certain places might rea ich 20 or 
even 30 inches in a day, approach- 
ing some of the extreme amounts | 
observed in India where the seuth- | 
west monsoon strikes the Khasi | 
hills. At Cherrapunji, at an ele-| 
vation of about 4.000 feet. a rain- 
fall of 40.8 inches was measured | 
on June 14, 1876. 

Onee the warm, moist wind has | 
risen over the mountain front, 
whether it be a front of rock or of 
cold air. the cooling has so reduced 
its moisture content that little 
more rainfall can occur. Anywar, 
beyond the mountain front the air 
tends to descend and be warmed | 
by compression, thus 
the clouds. So the 
rainless, In our west the 
deserts are behind the wettest 
mountains, so in the east the 
driest weather is likely to oceur 
in the northeast while the south | 
is being deluged.

On Fire Hazards 


City council at its session next Mon- 
day afternoon is expected to take fay- 
orable action on recommendations by 
a special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate fire hazard conditions at 


| the Girls’ High school building, which 


completed its report at a meeting in 
the city hall Tuesday morning. 

The committee will conduct an in- 
vestigation of similar conditions exist- 
ing in 14 other sehool buildings of the 
city, following an inspection tour to 
be made this morning, it was an- 
nounced by Councilman Ndgar Wat- 
kins, chairman, and a supplementary 
report on its investigation of these 
schools will be added to that of the 
Girls’ High school recommendations. 

Principal Recommenaaiions. 

Principal recommendations made by 
the committee to eliminate dangerous 
conditions at Girls’ High school in- 
clude: Pretection of all electric wires 
with conduits, strengthening of inade- 
quate fire escapes, regular inspections 
of building by the city building in- 
spector, employment of a fireman in 
addition to the one already stationed 
there to remain constantly on duty 
during the school term, purchase of 
additional fire extinguishers and con- 
of steps petween the por- 
table and main buildings. 

Dr. N. L. Engelhardt, school survey 
of Columbia university, who 
with Dr. George B. Strayer conducted 


| the survey of Atlanta’s school needs 


two years ago, was present at the 
committee’s meeting and testified that 
the Girls’ High building was ‘one 
of the most dangerous fire-traps in 
the United States.” 

“The fire hazards at Girls’ High 
school,” declared Dr. Engelhardt, “are 
as bad as any in the entire country, 
and there are other buildings in dan- 
gerous condition. The most that can be 
hoped for from the present funds is 
temporary relief as these hazards can 
not be permanently eliminated with- 
out an additional bond issue. The 
citizens of Atlanta can never be sat- 
isfied that their children will be ac- 
corded adequate fire protection until 
another bond issue of at least $6,- 
000.000 is voted to remedy present 
conditions.” 

Amazed at Growth. 

Dr. Engelhardt, who is in Atlanta 
to inspect the work now in progress 
on the sehool building program, took 
occasion to express his amazement at 
the tremendous growth and strides ac- 
complished by Atlanta in the last year 
in the development of its school sys- 
tem.

Recommendations. 

A full text of the committee’s rec- 
ommendations are as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
and the City of Atlanta: 

We, the undersigned, were by resolution 
adopted June 4 and approved June 5, 1923, 
‘appointed to investigate the condition of 
the Girls’ High sehool building and report 
at the next meeting of council, making 
such recommendations as to insure the 
safety of our teachers and girls.’’ 

In compliance with ‘said resolution we 
have made a careful examination and tn- 
vestigation of the condition of the Girls’ 
High school and, in our opinion, at pres- 
ent that school is in such condition as to 
endanger the lives of pupils attending the 
school. In addition to the danger, there 
are inconveniences connected with the pres- 
ent condition of the school which under or- 
dinary circumstances should be remedied, 
but in view of the facé that the school is 
shortly to be abandoned, it is the opinion 
of the members of your committee that 
only those things should now be done that 
mre required to make the school as safe as 
possible for the pupils. It is also the 
opinion of the members of your committee 
that everything possible should be done 
to secure such safety. 

Different Levels, 

The arrangement of the building, the 
fact that there are different levels for the 
ground floor, and the size and arrangement 
of the halls constitute dangers and diffi- 
culties which cannot be remedied. There 
are conditions which «ean be remedied, and 
which, in the opinion of your committee, 
should promptly be met. 

It is not possible, because of lack of 
uniformity the personnel of the several 
classes, for teachers to move from class 
reom to class room, leaving the pupils per- 
manentiy in one particular class room. 
Many of the pupils have different classes 
from others who are with them in one 
class, and it is therefore necessary that the 
pupils themselves should shift from one 
class room to another, 

The use of fire escapes by the pupils itn 
the opinicn of the members of your com- 
inittee is not objectionable. Snch use ac- 
customs the pupils to going on and over 
the fire escapes and might be such train- 
ing in the use of fire escapes as would 
be advantageous In case of fire. 

All the doors of the buildnig except one 
open outwardly. ‘That one is in the base 
ment and the school board will promptly 
see that it is changed, so that it will open 
ontward. 

The faithfol and intelligent principal of 
the schoo! regularly has fire drills and {is 
doing all that can be done with the means 
at hand for the protection of the pupils|, 
and we, your committee, feel that she is 
entitled to the commendation of the com- 
mittee and of the general council 

Recommendations, 

Your committee renorts specific recom- 
mendations as follows: 

1. The wires, especially in the base- 
ment and in the attic, shonld be protected 

ry being placed in conduits. Such protec- 

will considerably lessen the danger 
of fire. 

2. One of the fire escapes seems to he 
inadequate, is looge, and probably insuffi- 
cient in strenecth. There may be others 
of the fire escapes in a similar condition. 
The fire escapes should, therefore, be care- 
fully gone over by the building inspector 
and everything necessary to be done should 
be done to strengthen them. 

3. The appropriate city official should 
carefully examine all plumbing in the build- 
ing and require the plumbing to be put In 
safe condition.

Even at the highest price charged 
for a pure, clean, fresh milk, such as 
eettified milk, the best food for the 
baby is always the cheapest in the 
long fun, for the apparently greater 
cost of the milk and the eost of ice for 
refrigeration effect a saving in the 
form of a better baby, a baby that 
doesn’t require so much medicine and 
medical attendance.

Dear Sir: You are rendering a 
fine service to the state of Geor- 
via through your advocacy of bet- 
ter support for educational insti- 
tutions in the state and also in 
your efforts to have the tax sys- 
tem revised.
